:tihreatened those who had surrendered 
to the British. -Referring to the cor- 
respondence with Lord Salisbury, he 
observed: "Tne destiny of the repub- 
lics is in higher hands than those of 
•the. British .government, :nainely,' iu 
the hands of the people of France, 
Russia and Germany, who are agitat- 
ing for intervention. Tho war will 
soon end. If it be true that Boer pris- 
oners have'been-sent.'to St. Helena, 
we would be justified in consigning 
British prisoners to the lowest depths, 
of Johannesburg mines."

The popular hero among the officers 


and generals commanding forces in 
the present campaign is Colonel Baden- 
Powell, appointed in May, 1S97, brevet 
colonel of the Fifth Dragoon guards, 
but at present on. special service in 
South Africa, says Alexander Davis in 
thft London Jfavy and Army Illustrated. 
Betore hostilities had begrm, but when 
the present conflict appeared immi- 
nent, the war office felt the need oi 
*endins out an efficient and experi- 
enced officer to superintend the border 
defenses ol Rhodesia and Beehuami- 
land, a stretch of frontier about 500 
miles ia extent, uuder the most favor- 
able circumstances it was scarcely fea- 
sible to property garrison all these out- 
posts -with imperial troops in time to 
forestall Boer incursions. If reverses 
were met with, it was readily conceded 
that the task would be insurmount- 
able, which has unfortunately proved 
the case. In casting around for a suit- 
able man the claims of Colonel Baden- 
Powell to the post were found incon- 
testable. A man of restless energy, 
wary and experienced, his past record 
.spoke eloquently in his favor, and he 
was appointed. 


His subordinates were doubtlessly Of 


his own choosing. Colonel Plumer and 
Major Vyvyan were both old comrades 
ia the Matabele rebellion and were at 
home in the districts destined for op- 
erations. It is a moot point today, as 
matters have developed, whether the 
services of dolonel Baden-Powell would 
not have been more valuable in the 
line of advance than on the defensive. 
The work intrusted to him has been 
done well—Iti fact, with the paucity "b| 
material to work with, reninrfeably 
well—but Badea-Fowell ia coruniaud 
of the scouts in White's, Buller's or 
Methtsen's 'forces might possibly have 
spellesl success where failure resulted. 
Most of our reverses have been set 
down to insufficient knowledge of the 
enemy's dispositions and to the supe- 
rior craft of the Boers in the veldt 
Baden-Powell is up to all their tricks 
and csn give them .points too.

A military leader 
requires other qualities'than bravery 
and a knowledge of tactics and strate- 
gy to become a successful general. AH 
the subordinate qualities required of ft 
military leader Colonel Baden-Powell 
possasses. His Intellectual and 'artistic 
abilities are veil tnown. His books 
on the Ashanti campaign, on Matabele- 
land and on seontinj? are standard 
works !n military circles, Accompany- 
ing these are sketches from his own 


eompanied by an' orderly, be had a 
rough map prepared of that part oi 
the Matopyo hills selected for the uest 
operations.
